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Getting started 


The Rocket eBook has a touch- 
sensitive screen. After you turn it 
on, you can use your finger or the 
stylus that’s stored on the spine of 
your Rocket eBook to activate its 


functions. 


Turn power on 
Press and release the Power button. 
It takes a few seconds to turn on. 


Turn power off 

Press and hold the Power button 
until screen turns blank. Quickly 
releasing it toggles the screen 
backlight off and on. 


Calibrate the screen 

Tap the icon on the screen’s 
border. Use the stylus to tap the 

bull’s-eye in center of the screen. 
Follow the on-screen directions. 


Open a title 

Tap the {4 icon on the screen's 
border, then tap “Bookshelf,” and 
select a title to open. (Three titles 
come with your Rocket eBook.)

Page forward/back 
Use the Page buttons on the 
Rocket eBook’s spine to move the 


page display forward or back. 


Skip to a new location 

The Page Navigation Bar displays 
your location in the text. Tap it, 
then slide along it to display a new 
location you can select. If your text 
has hyperlinks, you can also tap 
the underlined text to jump to 


related information. 


Tap the screen icons to open or 
close menus. 
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Backlight 

Change the display’s brightness. 
Tap 6 then tap “Settings,” 
then “Backlight.” Turn backlight 
on and off by clicking power 
button quickly. 


Page orientation 

Change the orientation of page 
display. Tap then tap an 
arrow to set where you want the 
top of the page to be. 


Print size 
Toggle the print size to large or 


small. Tap [4 then tap “Settings,” 


then “Large Print” or “Small 
Print.” 


Menu shortcut 
Tap once and get to a menu item 


you use often. Tap W and see

Buying more books

must first register your unit 
on-line. To do this, you'll need to 
connect the cradle to your 
computer and install the Rocket-
